Presi­ 
dent Taft recommends a 
compensa­ 
tion to railway employes for accident­ 
al injuries, such payment to he fixed 
in accordance with a positive scale 
recommended by the Employers Lia­ 
bility and Workingmen’s 
Compensa­ 
tion Commission. 
The President declares Hie theory 
of the commission is that each 
em­ 
ploye must be insured against injury 
sustained in his work without refer­ 
ence to contributory negligence, and 
vithout a commonlaw limitation on 
the employer’s 
liability. 
The mes­ 
sage reads: 
“ The details of ;r.e measure have 
been admirably wot wed 
out.

•rovide medical hospital service for 
he injured men. and notice of injury 
to lie sent to the employer where such 
notice is not obviously given by the 
iccident itself, and the fixing of com­ 
pensation by agreement. 
“ The amount of recovery is to be

if wages received and the cotnpensa- 
ion is to he made in the form of an­ 
nual payments for a fixed number of 
years or for life.
